When he was ten years old hia 
family removed to Borne, Oneida coun- 
ty, N. V., where at the age of 17 he be- 
gan his career as a financier by assum- 
ing the dubiesof office boy and clerk in 
the Oneida Centra] bank, in 1855'he 
came to Chicago to neck his fortune. 
Finding no ready clerical employment 
he went to work in Cobb's planing mill, 
where the Union depot now stands. 
He did not shove luml>er long, however. 
His natural capabilities soon secured 
him a position in the office, and In 1858 
he reentered the banking business by 
Incoming a bookkeeper for the Mer- 
oheettir Haadngi Imnm and Trust com- 
pany. Within a year he was the pay- 
ing teller of that concern. In lfiftO ho 
was assistant cashier, and cashietr in 
1861. . 

When the Chicago clearing hoWwas 
organized Mr. Gage was offered 
management. Ife declined the position, 
but undertook its duties until the 
project was fairly launched. 

Mr. Gnn-e's connection with the First, 
national bank began ln> 1SQB, when he 
was appointed cashier. Under his 
active management the bank prospered 
It wtos reorganized in 1883, its capital 
being increased to $3,000,000, and Mr. 
Gage was elected vice presidenit. In 
1891, on the retirement of S. M. Nicker

son, Mr. Gago succeeded him as presi- 
dent of the bank. 

During the first year of the world's 
fair's corporate existence no more po- 
tential influence directed its policy 
than that of Mr. Gage, lie was a mem 
ber of the committee that went U 
Washington to secure the fair for Chi 
cago, aud in the bitter fight that pre 
ceded the choice of a location he took nr 
active and effect! re part. His selection 
as president of the board of directors 
Was a just recognition of hia exception- 
al abilities' and high personal worth. 
Mr. Gage's wisdom and firmness saved 
the world's fair from early disnster. 
In the fight between the advocates of 
Jackson park and the Mice front a 
jority of the directors voted in favor of 
the latter site, thus- opposing the views 
of the national commission. 

President Gage promptly tendered 
his (resignation, saying he was not in 
sympathy w ith* the plan for w hich the 
directors had voted, and that he thought 
they should have a president whose 
policy accorded with their own. He 
Mired from the chair, and the directors 
■alized that a mistake hud been made. 
Within a few minutes the lake front 
resolution was reconsidered and Jack- 
son park selected as the sate. Mr. Gage 
resigned the presidency of the world's 
fair to become president of the First 
national bonk. 

Mr. Gage lias been a leading spirit in 
the movement for municipal reform, 
lie has served two terms as president of 
the Civic federation, and was one of the 
organizers of the Citizens' leugue. 
Among other positions of trust and 
honor which he has filled are those of 
president of the American Bankers' as- 
sociation, treasurer of the Art institute 
und president of the Commercial club. 
He is a member of the Chicago and 
Union League ciubs, and lives at 470 
North State street, 

Mr. Cage has been twice married; 
first in 18U4 to Miss Sarah Ktheridge, of 
Little Falls, N. V. She died in 1874, and 
in 1887 he married Cornelia Gage, of 
Denver, Col.

, A DECLINING DISEASE. 

Decrease in Number of Dea'.hs from 
Consumplion in Ma>sachuset s. 

Dr. Samuel W. Abbott, secretary 
of the Massachusetts ' stato board 
of health, is being quoted as 
attributing to the use of the 
bicycle much * of the decline in 
the death rate of women from pul- 
monary diseases in recent years. He 
j>oints out that this decline began 
five years ago, when the bicycle be- 
gan to be used by women, and that 
it has continued ever since. His 
theory is that tho rapid respiration 
induced by riding strengthens the 
lungs and enables them to throw off 
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Abbott's 



the people liable to lung troubles 
the declino in mortality froin'pul- 
monary consumption began farther 
back than five years ago. It dates 
back, in fact, to near the beginning 
of the last decade. For ten years 
up to 1880 the number of deaths 
from consumption in Massachusetts 
had averaged 32.7 per 10,000 of 
population each year. In 1882 the 
rate had fallen to 31.7, and In 1885 
to 30. 7. Thence issue J a rapid de- 
cline to 25.7 in 1889, and this 
before the safety bicycle had c 
into very general use, and into any 
use at all among women; and so 
as appear* from the statistics the 
decline in the death rate from this 
cause was as marked among men as 
among women. 

It is a fact little noted, but most 
encouragingly important, that this 
decline in mortality from the 
dreaded lung disease has continued 
right along in the state since 1889, 
and in 1894 the rate per 10,000 popu- 
lation was no more than about 22, 
representing a decrease from the 
average of the decade to 1879 of 
nearly one-third. And this within 
the brief space of a dozen years. 
Surely here is progress from mor- 
tality In one of the chief scourges of 
New England. 

Manifestly, however, we must find 
some other cause than that specified 
by Dr. Abbott. No doubt the bi- 
cycle may be proving somewhat of 
a contributing influence by bringing 
the sex most afflicted by phthi 
into a more active outdoor life; but 
apparently the main cause is to be 
found iu a better understanding of 
the disease and Improved sanitation 
in respect thereto. —Springfield Re- 
publican.

A NEW INTOXICANT. 

The Use of Cocaine Snuff in a Con- 
necticut Town. 

The epidemic of a new and suit- 
able intoxicant has fallen on a Con- 
necticut town, and it is said to be 
stealing away the brains and sub- 
stance of many of the inhabitants 
with startling rapidity. When rye 
and bourbon have palled on the 
palate of the whisky drinker, sul- 
phuric ether has been known to be 
substituted to the satisfaction of the 
imbiber; morphine aud chloral are 
well known to the medical profes- 
sion, and laudanum cocktails are a 
not infrequent pick-mo-up; but the 
uew stimulant is said to transcend 
all these in its fascination and de- 
structive potency. It is called 
cocaine snutf, and is described as be- 
ing composed of cocaine, sugar of 
milk, magnesia and menthol, or 
peppermint extract, and applied to 
tho nostrils like tobacco suuff. It 
was first described by a physician as 
a romedy for catarrh. Tho patient 
who used it told a neighbor of its 
wonderful exhilarating effect, the 
news spread, and soon a whole sec- 
tion of tho town was submitting it- 
self to trcatmont for catarrh by the 
new seductive remedy. Now, the 
town druggists cannot supply the 
demand for it, aud among the vic- 
tims are children of tender years 
and hundreds of factory work people. 
Its effect when used to excess are 
aleoplcssness, hysteria and finally 
paralysis. There Is talk of an ap- 
peal to the legislature for aid in 
suppressing tho evil, but meanwhile 
it rages with great violence.—

' PRUSSIAN PROFESSORS. 

Small Salari.s Paid in the Universities 
of Germany. 

Prussia is about to increase the 
total amount that she pays her of- 
ficials by almost $2, 000,000 n year. 
Part of the increase will benefit the 

Prussian stato officials. The regular 
professors in Berlin university, for 
Instance, will have their salaries 
raised about 1200 each n year; the 
average professorial salary will then 
be $l,ti00 a year in Borlinand $1,400 
a year in other Prussian university 
towns. That seems a rather low 
figure when one remembers that 
Berlin university has had in the 
last 20 years such instructors as 
Preitschke, Virchow, Helmholtz, 
Bergmann, Wagner and Dubois 
Reymond, and a dozen others whose 
names are as familiar to the 
educated in Tolcio, Cairo and Cape 
Toion as they are to the students of 
San Francisco, Chicago and New 
York. To be sure, a professor has 
60 to 100 attendants at each of his 
lecture courses, and from every one, 
with an occasional exception, he 
collects from $5 to $20 lecture money 
a terra, but he is allowed to keep 
but a little more than half the 
money thus earned. Probably only 
a very famous and a very popular 
professor is able to profit more than 
$1,000 a year from the student fees 1 
in his own lecture courses. 

Yet a regular professor's chair in 
a German university is a much 
coveted place. Thousands of men 
strive for the salaries thatappear so 
meager even to tha eyes of the 
American used to Germau conditions 
Of life. Young men of many talents 
and international reputation cling 
to the universities for years, sup- 
ported only by the wretched earn- 
ings that fall to tutors, in the mere 
hope of s >nie time reaching that 
haven and heaven of honor and 
dignity known a . a regu ar profes- 
sorship. A tutor of this turn of 
mind lives a life of self-denial with- 
out many parallels among men fit 
his class.

Nansen Is a hero in Norway, and 
that simply because ho is a hero, or 
because at any rate in his character 
and achievements In 
closer to the popular i 
of that title than any man that one 
knows of. He Jyis the build of one, 
to begin with. He has been com- 
pared with the Vikings of old by the 
poets of his country, since his re- 
turn; but this comparison has been 
made long ago by his countrymen. 
Indeed, 1 he sight of the man, write-, 
the correspondent of the Buffalo 
Post Express, even to one" who 
knows nothing of tho extraordinary 
feats of endurance and courage 
which he has performed, is ettOUgh 
to remind one of the Norse Ueiroea, 
who infused into the Anglo-Saxon 
race those qualities of courage a;id 
endurance which have made the 
English-speaking people what it is, 
the predominant race of tho world.

They will 
tell you how Kipling worked. 

As a journalist he was tho man 
whom all editors sock and few find. 
He was a staff in himself. lie dis- 
trusted his own powers, it is true, 
so much that to demand a leading 
article from him filled him with 
anguish. He Mid it was "above 
him," and scarccry wrote five In as 
many years. But for every other 
kind of work, from writing editorial 
"notes" to putting side heads to 
paragraphs, or reporting a police 
court oase, he was as willing as be 
was gifted. 

There are nights in the Punjab 
when the rains arc delayed and the 
thermometer ranges about 100 de- 
grees day and night; when the day's 
waking thoughts of a busy brain 
twist themselves into torturing 
nightmares in those stifling hours 
that precede the dawn, and the 
dawn brings no relief. Such nights 
thero were in 1887, and the English- 
speaking world then went near to 
losing Kipling before it had heard of 
him. 

But he never slacked in his work, 
of which on "high-collar" days there 



England wore received before g, 
to press, and editorial "Notes of the 
Day" had to bo written to fill the 
column which the telegrams should 
have occupied, thus bringing the 
editorial matter close up to tho 
head, like a high collar, of tho first 
column. 

At other times a multiplicity of 
telegrams crowded out so many 
"Notes of the Day" that several of 
these, dealing' with cognate sub- 
jects, had to be strung together into 
what Kipling called "patent seam- 
less" leaders. Outside contributors 
to papers in India nearly all belong 
to the civil or military services, and 
their contributions were often bald 
in style, though welcome for tho in- 
formation they contained. Adding 
the few lines of comment to qualify 
their contributions to be used as 
notes Kipling doscribed as "fitting 
the whiplash," and his were al- 
ways neatly tied and keen iu ap- 
plication. —Academy. 

Prizes for Employe*. 

The Armour Packing company, of 
Kansas City, has just paid out

Importers Object to a Practice Com- 
mon to Many European Tourists. 
Americans who are in the habit 
of going to Europe in the summer 
and of taking the opportunity whih 
there to lay. in a store of raiment, 
will he pained to learn of the opiu 
ion of the Retail Dry Goods associa^ 
ion of New York that altogethei

fertilizing quality to water. Pasteur 
claimed that their presence is in 
pensable to tho germination 
seeds, the growth of plants, and tho 
digestion of food, as well as to the 
i of silk -worms and grape- 
vines. As ferments, they change 
juice of tho grape into wine, 
iform cider into vinegar, sour 
liquids and foods, ripen cheese, rot 
r, and putrefy all organic
